A crossfire of recriminations involving: Students' So* 
ciety president Stuart Smith and Commerce representativa 
to the SliC, Ed Blerbrier, last night intensified the 
controversy as to whether students in poor academic stan- 
ding with tlie university should hold major campus 
posts. • ^ - 



Bicrbricr, wlio is repeating his 
bird year of Commerce, reaffirm- 
ed in a letter to Smith yesterday 
his intention to retain his SEC 
post. He said that he badiieceiv- 
cd permission from the^hdor of 
Commerce to do (his, subject to 
certain stipulations. 

Questioned l)y tiie Daily, lie ex- 
plained tiiat thu:>c limitations in- 
volved not taking "active parti- 
cipation" in any major campus 
activity and also not allowing 
his schoolwork to show any 
marked decline. 

ARMSTRONG 

Professor Armstrong, .director 
of the school of Commerce, was 
more explicit on the subject. He 
oointed out that he had given 
.he Commerce representative the 
right to retain his seal only if 
'blerbrier was able to put in at 
'.cast fifty hours of 'academic 
work per week. He also declared 
'hat Bicrbrier had led him to be- 
icve that membership on the 
SEC involved merely two* or 
three meedngs a mon(h. 

He went on to say that he had 
warned the SEC representative 
against taking the Job and that he 
was stronglyin favour of (he pro- 
nosed academic requirement for 
all students aspiring to important 
McGill positions. 

An SEC committee is presently, 
investigating the possibility of ins- 
tituting such reforms. . 

LIMITED REP 

'If the Students' Executive 
Council is not willing to work 
with a representative who has 
his hands tied then I believe (hat 
Blerbrier should resign. However, 
if the students will put up with 
this situation then I have no ob- 
icction to him retaining his post". 
Professor -Armstrong concluded.

Nigeria officially becomes a 
member of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations tomorrow. 

Montreal will hold ■ panel 
discussion tonight, and a state 
banquet and ball tomorrow, in 
honour of Nigeria's peaceful 
J achlevment of nationhood. 

• Thé panel discussion will be 
chaired by the Honorable Wil 
Ham Hamilton, Postmaster Gene- 
ral of Canada, and will number 
such well known speakers as Dr. 
Henry Hallj Principal and Vice- 
Chancellor at Sir George Wil- 
liams University and Professor 
Afaxwell Cohen, Prof essor of . Law 
at McGiU University. 

.The Honorable ■ Jean : Letagé 
. and Prime Minister Diefenbaker 
- are scheduled to attend 'the ball 
'and 'banquet tomorrow. 

; In a recent interview, Stephen 
' Makinwa, Vice-President of the 
African society, emphasized that 
Nigeria, tba^'largest^: African lU' 
tton, baf;"achieved* nationhood 
' peacefully, as did Canada, and 
that f ectlooa of the Nigeriaa 



Constitution are copied directly 
from the Canadian.- Nigeria has a 
federal form of government, as 
does Canada. 

' Makinwa' remarked that the ab- 
sence of any rioting, and the 
stability or>the;,government, are 
a great encouragement to the 
Nigerian, people. 

Approximately 6000 Nigerian 
students are being educated in 
Britain, and 2000 in North Ame- 
rica, 33 of whom attend McGllL 
The responaibilty Nigeria has as- 
sumed wlll .be shouldered by 
these- young' men and women, 
who have been educated in the- 
.west, Makinwa told the Dally 
reporters.

The man in the center of 'the 
controversy was questioned as 
to why he did not resign in the 
light of the resignations of 
Messrs. Grout and Polalshek 
former members of thé SEC who, 
like Blerbrier are repeating the 
year. He said. "I have consulted 
neither Mr. Grout nor Mr. Polat- 
shck as to what necessitated their 
rcsli^nations. J would only suspect 
that perhaps outside interests 
may have caused this." 

ADEQUATE? 

.\âked if he fell he would ba 
able to give Commerce adequate 
representation in view of his 
academic handicap he replied that 
"by adhering to the stipulations 
I would not be engaging in activa 
participation In other major acH* 
vitics and therefore would 'ba- 
able to devote my time to serving 
the students of Conunerce." 

Stuart Smith, president of the 
Students' Society, had a different 
opinion of the work involved in 
properly serving on the SEC. 

In view of what Blerbrier had 
(old professor - Armstrong hs 
pointed out, "Professor Arms- 
trong's - comments suggest that 
Mr Blerbrier has assessed the job 
of representing the Commerce 
students as being one which re- 
quires two or three meetings a^ 
month." 

UNFORTUNATE 

"This is indeed an unforlunata 
attitude". 

"To be* a member of the Sf-:c 
is lo be on call every day ot 
the year, to bé available for ser- 
vice on committees for offerins 
advice and for carrying out pro- 
jects. Any SEC member who does 
not feel that his studies allow 
him lo devote himself in all 
these ways should feel compelled 
to resign." 

Smith s(a(ed (ha( precedent 
has demanded that any member 
of the SEC who Is forced to 
repeat a year take It upon him- 
self to resign. 

"They have' done this in (h* 
interest not only of themselves 
l)ut also of the Students' Society. 
A member whose function is li- 
mited due to pressing academic 
problems cannot in good . cons- 
cience -adequately.- represent the 
students who elected him." 

Smith also insisted that," . . . 
these arc not simply my views 
but are tlie views expressed by 
the members of the Students 
Executive Council at our last , 
meeting". 

SUPPORT 

Support for Smitlw's position 
came from Howie Cohen, president 
of the Comn erce Undergraduate 
Society. He stated:that he ftilly .en- 
dorsed the proposal to introduce - a 
minimum academlcstandards for 
students holding major positions In 
student government. 

"With this in mind, "he assert- 
ed," I am of the opinion that Ed 
Blerbrier should -resign his post 
as SEC representative for Com- 
merce. 

"This would- have a double ef- 
fect, li> the first place it would 
mean that Blerbrier would have 
less non-academic responsibility.

The Congo crisis and the unexpected break-up 
of the Mali •Federation have stimulated much skepti- 
ciam as to the preparedness of emerging colonial terri- 
tories to assume the- administration of their own 
affairs. Some of the skepticism has been aimed at Ni- 
geria, which tomorrow becomes the youngest indepen- 
dent African state. 

Nigeria Is composed of three autonomous regions, 
the northern, eastern, and western. -Ââ in the Congo 
and in Mali, drawing thé regions together under a 
unified central government will pose perplexing and 
difficult problems. So will the fact that Nigeria is also 
primarily a poor country in terms of living standards, 
■with a per capita income somewhere between $60 and 
?100;'. 

These similarities between Nigeria and the other 
newborn nations have .sparked the sceptical prognosti- 
cations so widespread in recent weeks. But there are 
many radical differences, which conduce to greater- 
optimism. - ~ . 

Unlike the other states, the Nigerian federation 
will not be threaténed by one Goliath region, such as 
Katanga. Nor will it be born on thé rocky foundation 
of internal conflict between rival tribes. The Nigerians 
have already held a. federal election, /and " a strong 
government appears ready to assume office. 

Perhaps most inriportant, Nigeria haq an im- 
pressive corps of leaders well-trained and prepared 
for their new responsibilities. Most of the.se- leaders" 
have been educated in England, where there are today 
some 6,000 Nigerian . university .students, and else- 
where in the English-speaking world," where there 
are an additional 2,000-3,000.

Nigeria , . has . grown out of 
many politicar entiiies. In fact, 
the lerm Nigeria, was rather a 
geographical expression until 
comparatively recently. One of 
the most remarkable achieve- 
menta of the British adminis- 
tration, in .Nigeria- which ia 
bound ' to ' have an impact in 
Africa and world affairs, the 
unification of heterogeneous 
tribal groups into one nation 
— the biggest in Africa and 
tile twelfth in the world. 

Although Lagoa whicti is now; 
the .-capital of Nigeria was oc- 
cupied by- the British in 1861, 
■government in its true sense 
was not established until the 
proclamation of the Niger coast 
Protectorate in 1893. To be 
more specific, Nigeria's rela- 
tion with the :British Govern- 
ment were preceded by rela-' 
lions with the Trading Com- 
panies. " 

These trading companies toolc 
over the administration of Ni- 
ger and Bentie Valleys and by 
1000 two protectorates were, 
formed : Protectorate of North- 
ern Nigeria, iii : Benue . Valleys, 
and Protectorate of - Southern 
Nigeria to which Niger coast 
was assigned. At thai lime. 



"Nigerians Vital 




Nigeria is made up of 
three region.-i — the nor- , 
them, western and eastern 
regions, together with the 
Federal territory of Lagos, • 
the capital of Nigeria and 
the . Southern Cameroons 
mandated territory. The 
Federation of Nigeria inclu- 
ding the Camevoons has an 
area of 363,250 square mi- 
les or more than three ti-/^ 
mes that of the United 
Kingdom, but nine times 
less than that of Canada. 

POPULATION 

In 1959 the population was 
estimated at 36 million and it is 
increasing at a rate of nearly 
2 per cent every year or Just 
about 1 million every 18 months. 
This rale of growth is just below 
that of Canada which is three 
per cent yearly. Hather over 
half the total population lives 
in the northern region and the 



remainder are divided equally 
between / the eastern region,. 
Southern" Cameroons and West 

on the other. 

Containing approximately 15 
per cent of the total population 
of Africa, Nigeria is tbi: mosl, 
highly populated country on. 
the continent. — 

The non-African population 
is 30,000, of which 4,400 reside 
in Lagos the capital. Of the 
total, some 20,000 are British 
and Commonwealth citizens, 
2,500 Lebanese and Syrians, 
1,020 Aniericans,t230- Indians, 
the rest are citizens^ of various 
European countries. One of the 
char?cteristic2 of Nigeria is the 
lark of racial discrimination 
and segregation among its popu- 
lation. 

EMPLOYMENT 

Nigeria's male labour force 
amounts to some 0',^ million, of 
which about three quarters are 
engaged in agriculture, forestry 
and animal husbandry, some six 
per cent are occupied in trside

and commerce, a further i!z 
per cent comprises craftsmen 
and industrial workers, and 
about three per cent are em- 
ployed in Government or profes- 
sional duties. 

Men only form one part of 
Nigeria's labour force. Women 
contribute greatly to the coun- 
try's production. Satisfaclory 
sffltistics as. to Iheif-deployment . 
are not available, but it can 
be said that the number engag- 
ed in- trade is considerably 
higher than the number of 
men and that a great majority 
of women, as well .as men are 
engaged in agriculture, 

NATIONAL INCOME 

The national income has in- 
creased recently by the equiva- 
lent of at least four per cent 
per annum. Nigcriii't national 
mcbroe.is estimated at nql less 
than 4.000 million dollars A 

' national income of this size' 
is large, for Africa and, indeed 
is considerably bigger than the 
whple of British East- Africa 
and of the Central Africa Fede- 
ration. The national income per 
head is estimated at $100 
which is one of the highest in 
Africa and considerably higher 
than that of Palcistan, India, 
and Ceylon. It is the primary 
aim of the Government of Nige- 
ria to raise the national income 
per heàâ-|àod];tbe standard of 

'liviiig as; rapidly as possible, by 
the, twin development of sgri- 
cultural exports and industrial- 
ization... 

AGRICULTURE 

ARriculture is in the hands 
. of Africon farmers who own 
their own lands, eliminating 
therefore the problem of arist- 
ocratic landlords, which is often 
encountered in other undevelop- 
ed countries. Agriculture it by 
far the most important sector 
of Nigeria's economy. It occu- 
pies the majority of the male 
working population and provi- 
des at least 50 per cent of the 
national product and 85 per cent 
cti tha «ountry'â . «xporL . 



Lagos was still administered u . . 
a colony separate from the real 
of the country; but by 1906, 
it was merged with the Protec- 
torate of Southern Nigeria. ' 
. An event of great significance 
occurred in Nigeria in 1014 
when the first Governor . Gen- 
eral was appointed and the two 
■ protectorates of Southern and 
Northern Nigeria- were amal- 
gamated, with Lagos aa the 
capital. In 1923, the Legislative T*" 
Council — the first in the his- . 
lory of British West Africa — '■ ' 
was createdpgiving the country ' ' 
a loose form of federalis,'^. 

DIVISION 

Another constitution in 1952 
widened the gulf among the 
the regions by granting tht^n 
increased regional autonomy. 
Tribal politics was intensified 
and few thought that Nigeria, 
could ever survive as one na'.. 
tion. 

In 1954, still another consti- 
tution was introduced, follow- 
ing a series of conferences 
which virtually' split Nigeria 
into five distinct units : the 
Federal., Territory of ' La^os, . 
Northern ; Region, 'Eastern Re- 
gion, Western Region and the' 
Cameroons which became a 
quasi-region. By this arrange- 
ment, jurisdiction was shared 
between the federal govern- 
ment and the regions, but the 
fact that any decision not re-

Ipassmg judgment 





In a few days, we predict 
that a notice will be added 
to the main blackboard in 
the Arts Building announ- 
cing that students wishing 
to transfer coui'ses must go 
through an involved process 
of receiving consent; from 
thé professors wHosè courses 
they are 'changing ns well 
as the Dean of the Faculty. 
We further foresee that 
himdreds of students will ta- 
ke advantage of this, won- 
derful offer and nien-ily 
switch from one subject to 
another. 

One more serious reflection; 
however, this traffic of course 
changing Is- no laughing matter. 
For one thing, it shows that a 

' great many people don't take their 
university education; very serious- 
ly; Numerous are this students who 
show up for registration not having 
yet selected the subjects they will 

' take, hopeful that tlic hasty choice 
of courses they make within the 
space of a half hour will lead them 
towards their goal of only God 
knows where. Seated at a shaky 
bridge:-tablB In the ''over-crowded 
gymnasium, ' they nonchalantly 
leaf through the precious pages of 
the Faculty Announcement Book, 
trusting that from a readjng of 
tbe one-paragraph descriptions of 
each course they- will be able to 
decipher the one they're' looking 
for. 

COURSE SWAPPING 

And so it is, that around the se- 
cond week of school, students afe 
given the opportunity to swap 
courses. Although so many McGil- 
liàns grab this chance, it's imagin- 
ed that there are many more who 
can't be bothered gohig through 
the necessary procedures and re- 
sign themselves to slicking out the 
remainder of the course which 
they have no interest in. Others 
haven't the norvo to approach 
their professors to suggest that 
they are disappointed with his 
course, and still others can't be 
bothered to fhid out where and who 
the Dean -is. This erroneous choice 
of courses must be responsible hi 
some way (or a large proportion 
of. failures. 

Surely there must be a solu- 
tion to .this 'problem. It is unfain- 
to[ placé the entire blame on the 
•houlders of 'the students. Some 
will say that by the time a stud- 
ent ' gets to college he should 
be expected to know what he 
wants to do, resulting hi the cor- 
rect choice of courses. To back 
up this belief, McGill University 
has instituted a revised curricu- 
lum in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science requiring the first year 
student to make a major deci- 
sion, compelling him to specialize 
' fis ioon as he ' enters ' college, 





which means that at this prem- 
ature date, he must havu some 
idea of the profession he wishes 
to pursue. Few are the high 
school students whose dreams 
and aspirations don't alter once 
they enter university-it's not a 
sign of fickleness, but of chang- 
ing interests. 

VOCATIONAL GUIDANCE 

At Sir Georfic Williams Uni- 
versity, every freshman is req- 
uired to undcrco a number of 
vocational guiclance tests in 
order to give him some rough 
idea of what sort of work he'll 
be suited i'for.rr Perhaps : McGUl 



should incorporate a similar 
program for incoming freshmen. 

Moro important; liowevir, an «t- 
tempt should be made to offer ttu- 
dentsi a 'batter. Jdta- of. what each 
ceurse it about.* A book full of 
court* numbort, corresponding 
namet of the professors giving the 
courtes, and a two line description 
of the sub|oct matter to be dealt 
with In the next eight moniiis arc 
Inadequate and unfair data from 
which to expect a student to make 
an accurate choice of hit curricu- 
lum. The alternative source of In- 
formation it hearuy« second iiand 
opinions from ttudtntt who 'have 
pravloutly tr!...i iUt eoursi-or„who 



have heard from, another friend 
who hat. 

Courses should be more expli- 
citly publicized so as not to lea- 
ve selections to be made in a 
haphazard fashion. Perhaps late 
in the second term a special 
newspaper should be published 
containing articles by professors 
whore they will attempt to des- 
cribe aspects of their, subjects 
and present a rough idea of the 
curriculum. 

LUNCHTIME LECTURES. 

A more practical innovation 
may be the initiating of lunch- 
time lectures, at which time 



professors shouia be invited to 
present their subject to those 
students who wish to register 
for the course next year. At this 
time, students will have the op* 
portunity to meet tho lecturer, 
discover how effective his pre- 
sentation is,, as well, as getthig 
the chance to question him con- 
cerning the required text books, 
usefulness of the subject, and 
amount of time preparations for 
the. lectures will consume. In 
this way, students will have a 

more fair opportunity to select 
their subjects, and perhaps fewer 
of them will be at a loss for 

their choice of courses.
